Tucker's  grid  stars  shellacked  each 
one  in  turn  before  they  were  stopped  by  the  freshmen  of 
The  Citadel,  a  major  college,  in  the  last  game  of  the 
season.

Much  of  the 
team's  success  can  be  attributed  to  this  fine  coaching  staff.
